�(e)  If the village board expects that as a result of the ordinance, the equalized

assessed value of more than one taxable parcel of property that is located in the

village will change significantly, information to this effect.".

5.  Page 5, line 18: after that line insert:

�5.  If the council expects that as a result of the ordinance, the equalized

assessed value of more than one taxable parcel of property that is located in the city

will change significantly, information to this effect.".
